CHAPTER 474.

AN ACT to amend the first paragraph of subdivision (9) of secc-
ticn 4601—4a of the statutes, relating to definition of cheese.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do cnact as follows:

SecTioN 1. The first paragraph of subdivision (9) of section
4601—4a of the statutes is amended to read: (Section 4601—
4a) (9) (first paragraph) Cheese is the sound, solid, and
ripened product made from milk or cream by coagulating the
casecin thercof with rennet or lactie acid, with or without the ad-
dition of ripening ferments and seasoning or added coloring mat-
ter and contains, in the water-free substance, not less than fifty
per cent of milk fat; except that Emmenthaler cheesc, commonly
known as domestic Swiss cheese, shall contain in the water-free
substance not less than forty-three per cent of milk fat.

SEcTiON 2. This aet shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 475.

AN ACT to amend section 1165a and to create section 1138a of
the statutes, relating to the rate of interest in the redemption
of land and personal property sold for taxes by any city.

‘The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follpws:

SectioN 1. Section 1165a of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 1165a. 1. The owner or occupant of any land sold for
city taxes by the city treasurer of any citv in this state, or any
other person, may at any time within three years from the date
of the certificate of sale, redecm the same, or any undivided in-
terest therein, by paying to the eity treasurer of the city where
such land was sold, for the use of the purchaser, his heirs or as-
signs, the amount for which such Jand was sold, and all subse-
quent charges thereon authorized by law, or such portion there-
of as the interest redeemed shall amount to, with interest on the
amount of the purchase money at the rateof ®* * * {fen per
centum per annum from the date of such certificate, and all
other taxes and charges thereon imposed subsequent to such sale
and paid by such purchaser, or his * * * ggsigns prior to
such redemption, with interest thereon at the rate of * * *
